To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 
: I notice of late m Tus Tamer two 
pleas for morals from the same pen,—the argu- 
ments for each, as it seems to me, equally falla- 
cious: The idea that a miaister of religion is 
not responsible to the community for his private 
conduct, if only he preach sound morality with 
eloquence; and the idea that to allow the esti- 
mate which a child or youth at sehool puts upon 
his own conduct to go for anything in judging of 
his deserts is to encourage lying and put a 
premium on dullness. 
Of the morality of the ministers I have noth- 
ing to say, but of the morale of the school-room 
experience gives me a right to an opinion. 
Most of us in middle life can recall the old 
school-house, behind whose ink-stained, kuife- 
carved desks we conned our grammars and did 
our sums,” and tasted the stolen sweets 
of apples, and gingerbread, and yellow- 
covered literature.

The State Convention of the Granges of Hu- 
nois begun ite session at Bloomington on 
Wednesday; Thenumber of Granges in this 
State is now 800, and additional ones are form- 
ing every day. Nearly 700 delegates were pres- 
ent. There is a geueral misapprehension, es- 
pecially in the Eastern States, as to the purposes 
and objects sought by the Granges, and as gen- 
eral a mistake in confounding the Granges with 
the State Farmers’ Association. The two organi- 
gations are widely distinct. The Grange is 
secret Order. having, like the Masons and other 
orders, a national, State, and local organization. 
By the express letter of the Constitution, 
Granges are prohibited from taking part in poli- 
ties; the members are of all shades of party 
and of both sexes, and the objects of the Order 
(so far as they are known) could not be attained 
if membership was controlled by political opin- 
ions. But, while the Order excludes politics 
from the Grange, at the same time” (in the 
words of Giand Master Smedley, of Iowa,) in- 
telligent political action outside the gate is ex- 
pected from the members individually, as good 
citizens, taking ® personal aad practical interest 
in the genera) welfare.”

offices, and, while they were generaily success- 
ful, they could not fail to notice the zeal and 
energy with which Democrats in Republican 
counties supported Republican tickets, aud 
Republicans in Democratic counties supported 
Democratic tickets in a common struggle to 
maintain the old party organizations against the 
rising party of reform. Had the Reformers in 
Ilinois but known their real strength, they could 
have made a clean sweep of all the local offices ; 
as it is, they have now gained the knowledge 
that a party of this kind, with an organization 
broad enough to include all who agree with their 
general purposes and aims, will command 
the support of a majority of the 
people of this State. Such s party 
will undoubtedly be formed at Decatur,— 
one which will, during 1874, prosecute a vigorous 
campaign for the election of a State Legislature 
and members of Congress. Salary-grabbers at 
Washington, who are splitting hairs as to 
how much of the money they took 
last year and how much shall be re- 
stored to the Treasury, may as well recognize 
in this new organization, which will extend 
to allthe States in the Union, the avenging 
power of an outraged and insulted public. No 
amount of equivocation or chop-logic will meet 
the demands of the situation. An unconditional 
repeal of the act, the repeal applying to all 
salaries from the date of the increase, will 
alone meet the popular demand, and, to 
make that demand a punishment for the 
past and a warning for the future, the people 
propose to take the election of the next Con- 
gress into their own hands.

THE CITY PRINTING AGAIN. 

The Common Council have it in their power to 
save the tax-payers of Chicago at least $15,000 
annually in the single item of the city printing. 
Heretofore, the proceedings, notices, and ordi- 
nances of the Common Council and the various 
departments of the City Government have been 
published at an annual expense of over $30,000 
in two pewspapers,—one, an English newspaper, 
know as the Corporation paper, and the other, 
the German paper having the largest circula- 
tion. This bis been done in supposed compli- 
ance with the requirements of the City Charter. 
This provides that the Common Council shall 
designate one public newspaper printed in Chi- 
cago as the Corporation newspaper, in which 
the city printing shall be done. The same mat- 
ter, it aleo provides, shall be printed, at the same 
price, in the German newspaper having the 
largest circulation. A careful reading of these 
provisions will show that there is no reasou why 
the Corporation newspaper and the most widely- 
circulated German newspaper should not be one 
and the same. The Council may, if they choose, 
name the Silaats-Zeitung as the Corporation 
newspaper to print the public matter in 
English, We have made this suggestion 
before, and we repeat it again in all soberness. 
Its effect would be to do away with the duplicate 
and doubly-expensive publication of the city 
printing. If the Staats- Zeitung were made the 
Corporation newspaper, one-half the cost of the 
public printing would be saved. This method 
of saving $15,000 annually to the City Treasury 
is practicable, legal, and sensible. Everything 
of general interest in the proceedings of any 
department of the City Government reaches the 
public at once through the news columns of the 
daily papers ; the proceedings are published in 
full in pamphlet form every week; the official 
publication in newspapers is, therefore, merely 
formal, and any means are proper to lessen this 
expense, if they are legal. The Staats- Zeilung 
ie a German paper, but the charter does not 
require that the Corporation newspaper be pub- 
lished in English exclusively; neither does it 
stipulate that the Siaais-Zeifung shall print the 
proceedings in German at all. Hence, the pub- 
lication, at an annual saving of $15,000, of 


| the city printing in English, in the Staats- 


Zeitung, is a full compliance with the 
law, aud answers all other purposes as well. 
Sach action by the Common Council would sub- 
ject them to no hostility they need fear. They 
were elected despite the opposition of every 
English newspaper in Chicago, and they need 
not now buy off those they have beaten. If they 
pursue a contrary course, and not only continue 
the duplicate publication of the city printing 
but increase the remuneration for it, the popular 
feeling will be very different. It has 
gested, lately, that the pay for this 
vice be raised to forty, fifty, or sixty thousand 
doliara, in the aggregate. Any such action 
eould not fail to be regarded as a corrupt use of 


the public funds. Public interest demands that,

Marshal Bazaine has beon found guilty of 
treason to France, and is condemned to death, 
and degradation from his rank previous to 
execution. Although all the members of the 
Cou:t signed à recommendation for mercy, 
which the Duc d’Aumale—probably remem- 
bering his own treachery to Abd-el-Kader 
in Algiers—conveyed in person to President 
the sentence is a terrible retribution 
for the offense of which Marshal Bazaine was 
found guilty. Thereal crime which he committed 
was his persistent adhesion to Napoleon after the 
downfall and exile of the latter, and his studied 
ignoring of the Committee of Defense. That 
Oommittee, however, was the only Government 
which France had after the overthrow of 
Napoleon and during the siege of Metz. It was 
the only source of authority, and the only body 
competent to give orders regarding the conduct 
of the war. A refusal to recognize it 
was a refusal to recognize the only existing Gov- 
ernment of France, aud was therefore treason. 
Technically, therefore, from the irrefutable evi- 
dence before it, the Court was obliged to find 
him guilty, and declare the sentence prescribed 
by law. 

The recommendation for mercy was probably 
based upon two reasons. In the first place, 
Marshal Bazaine was a veteran. He had seen 
forty-five years of active service, and had done 
France good service in Algiers, Turkey, Austria, 
Italy, and Mexico. He had been a skillful Gen- 
eral and a brave soldier, and he had done nothing 
degrading in the eyes of the world, up to the 
time of the surrender of Metz, except his aban- 
donment of Maximilian to his fate, and 
in doing this be was only obeying 
the orders of his superior, the Emperor. 
These services were evidently credited to,him 
so far as to constitute an appeal for mercy. In 
the second place, it is probable that the Court, 
while it was compelled to pass the technical 
sentence, stood ready to ask for mercy in view 
of the uncertain threads upon which political 
affairs hang in that country, where the Revolu- 
tion is not only an accepted theory in all 
contingencies, but a palpable fact, which may 
manifest itself any day. So long as the Revolu- 
tion is superior to law, and 80 long as all social 
and political possibilities are liable to be refer- 
red to the Revolution for solution, there is no 
definitive form of government in France. The 
Due d’Aumale is a Monarchist, and may be to- 
morrow a Republican. President MacMahon 
is ostensibly the Republican President of 
France for five years to come, a Monarchist 
in his sympathies, and may be Emperor at 
the end of his term. The Assembly itself is 
a combination of Communists, Radicals, 
Republicans, Bonapartiets, and Monarchists, 
all struggling and plotting for power, and, 
pending these plots and struggles, France is a 
Republic by sufferance and without a Constitu- 
tion. All definite plans for the future are neces- 
sarily referred to that indefinite time when con- 
stitutional law will be established. In this un- 
settled state of affairs, the uncertainty of politi- 
cal contingencies must have exercised some in- 
fluence upon the minds of the members of the 
Court, and helped to induce them to appeal for 
mercy. 

There is good reason to believe that this mercy 
will be shown, and that Marshal Bazaine’s life 
will be spared by Gen. MacMahon, his associate 
in so many campaigns, and himself an ardent 
admirer of the late Louis Napoleon, in whose 
service he attained his most glorious distinctions. 
But what is life to Marshal Bazaine, even if this 
mercy shall be extended? He will probably be 
an exile from France; “a man without a 
country ;” an old soldier, who, after nearly half 
a century of active service, in which he has won 
bonor and reputation, suddenly finds him- 
self degraded from his rank, stripped 
of his honors, his whole record expunged, and 
himself igaominiously branded as a traitor. To 
a soldier like Marshal Bazaine, who, in hie own 
language as he left the court, only carries two 
words, honor and country,” in his breast, such 
a punishment as this is infinitely worse thao 
death. Upon this account, if no other, the ap- 
peal for mercy will probably be granted, and his 
life will be spared to be dragged out in the slow 
tortures of a disgrace to escape which even death 
would be welcome relief.

TCE CRONENBOLD MURDER. * 

We have rarely been called upon to record a 
more sickening and cold-bicoded murder than 
that which was committed ou Tuesday last, in 
St. Louis, by Benjamin F. Cronenbold, a son of 
the late Judge of St. Louis County; a young 
man of wealth and affluent leisure, and a fair 
type of the Southern chivalry which revenges 
any intrusion upon its rights with the pistol, and 
acknowledges no authority which does not em- 
anate from itself. In this case, as in many other 
instances of this vaunted chivalry, the murderer 
was cool, systematic, persistent, and cowardly, 
The story can be briefly told. Young Cronen- 
bold—who, as we have already said, was very 
wealthy, having inherited his father’s large 
property—was living with hig mother and sister 
Cora. Richard Boettscher, a poor German, was 
the family coachman, and had become so familiar 
and intimate in the family circle as to win the affec- 
tions of Cora, for vom her brother had selected | 


of the brother, a private marriage was arranged, 
to which both the mother and sister gave their 
consent. The brother protested against such an 
alliance, which wounded bis family pride, and 
the wedding ceremony was bronght to a eudden 
termination by the appearance of Cronenbold 
and Weber, the latter of whom shot Boettacher, 


where he was. Cronenbold waited, however, 
hour after hour, and at last Boettecher was 
obliged to leave the house, Ashe stood upon 
the porch, bidding his friends good-bye, Cronen- 
bold came in sight, pistol in hand, and Boettecher, 
being unarmed, fled. The son started in pur- 
suit, and was at first restrained by his mother 
and sister, whom he soon, however, shook off. 
Boettscher ran across the street, around a fenced 
inclosure on the corner, and finally into 8 flor- 
ist’s garden. As he was climbing the gate, 
Cronenbold, who had overtaken him, fired and 
missed him. The hunted man kept on, but 
finally could go no further, and this gallant 
scion of Southern chivalry thereupon tired four 
times at him and killed him. Satisfied with his 
work, he returned home to boast of it exultantly 
before the half-crazed sister, leaving her in a 
condition which will result either in the loss of her 
reason or her life. As he considered that he 
had committed no crime, he did not attempt 
to evade the police, and since his incarceration 
bas manifested no regret for the assassivation, 
but, on the other hand, bas justified himself. To 
kill a pcor devil of a coachman, who would pre- 
sume to marry into his family, was no offense in 
his eyes, and consequently he bas been very 
obliging to the reporters of the press, not only 
giving them his chivalrous views upon the mat- 
ter, and explaining to them the systematic way 
ia which he removed this disagreeable person, 
but also kindly furnishing them with diagrams 
of the spot where he did the shooting, so that 


the public might be informed of the exact de- 


tails of his bloody day's work, aud more thor 
oughly appreciate his chivalry. 

The only plea which he has offered in justifi- 
cation of his murderous work is that Boettscher 
had seduced his sister. Upon this point there 
is as yet no evidence ; but, assuming that such 
was the fact, it furnishes no excuse, but on the 
other hand maguifies his crime. If Boettscher 
had seduced his sister, he stood ready to make 
the only reparation which lay in his power, and 
it was the only remedy for the disgrace to the 
family and the life-lon; blight upon the sister's 
re utation, which must otherwise inevitably 
ensue, The mother and sister accepted this ar- 
rangement as satisfactory, and the wedding cere- 
mony which was to save the honor of the latter 
had already commenced, when it was interrupt- 
ed, as we have said, by the assault upon the part 
of the suitor whom: her brother favor- 
ed. The subsequent cowardly assassi- 
nation, assuming that the charge of seduction 
was true, put it forever out of the power of the 
sister to clear her reputation of the taint. This 
point, however, must yet be settled, It now 
reste upon the say-so of C:onenbold, who is 
himself a seducer, it is stated, and did pot con- 
sider it beneath family pride to compromise a 
servant-girl and then flee to Europe to avoid the 
consequences. This does not affect the truth or 
falsity of the charge which he makes, but it 
vitiates his plea for consideration, and shows 
that, of the two men, Boettecher was the more 
hovorable. He remained, and was willing to 
make reparation. The other fled to avoid the 
consequences, 

Another fact to be considered in this dreadful 
business is, that this assassination, like many 
another, is only part and parcel of that cowardly, 
brutal, and bloody system which was once gener- 
ally recognized and admired in the South as 
chivalry, and which manifests itself usually in 
bold assaults upon an unarmed victim, and some- 
times rises to the dignity of the duel. It is chiv- 
alry which bunts and waylays an offend- 
ing person, and kills him when he has 
no opportunity to defend himself. It 
is chivairy which shoots indiscriminately 
in a thronged Court-House, as at Harrodsburg, 
Ky., the other day. It is chivalry which takes 
the law into i.s own hands, for real or imaginary 
affronts ; and, when one scion of chivalry meets 
another apon the dueling-ground, and the car- 
rying out of the code would involve the death of 
one or the other, chivalry usually so arranges it 
that all dangerous consequences are avoided in an 
apologetical manner. It is about time for the law to 
step in and regulate this chivalry a little by giv- 
ing it a taste of State Prison or the gallows, and 
the case of young Cronenbold is a good one to 
begin with. |

THE LATE BISHOP ARMITAGE. 


A Sketch of His Life. 
From the Detroit Tribune, Dec. 8. 

The telegraph brings the account of the death 
of Bishop Armitage, of Wisconsin, who died at 
St. Luke's Hospital. New York, on Sunday, from 
the effects of an operation which he bad sus- 
tained for the removal of a 1 yaw 
Was a Very great sui prise to fri ew 
of whom, if any, were aware that he was ill. It 
is probable that his sickness had been studious- 
ly concealed from all except a few of his most 
intimate relatives and acquaintances. 

Bishop Armitage was 43 years of when he 

was therefore born in 1830. He was 
born in the City of New York, and received his

Rector of the Episcopal Caurch at Portsmouth, 
N. H. afterwards of that at Augusta, Me., and

7 24, 
1870, when Mr. itage succeeded to the Epis- 
copate, and remained in that position until he 
died, residing in the City of Milwaukee. 

The deceased was a clergyman of learning and 
oratorical gifts, while, as an organizer 2 church- 
work, he was eminently successful, and proved 
his capacity both in Detroit and in the an 
of Wisconsin, whither he went. St. John’s 
ish has now grown to be by far the largest in the 
City of Detroit, and much of its success is un- 
questionably due to the skill and energy dis- 
played by Mr. Armitage in ite earlier days. 


His Death.

Tube Right Rev. William E. Armitage Bishop of 
the Protestant Epi rl Diocese of Wisconsin, 
died in this city, yes morning, in the 44th 
vear of nis age.
